Claims 1, 3-9, 12-17, 19-25, 28-33, and 35-37 have been amended. 
Claims 2, 10, 11, 18, 26, 27, and 34 have been canceled. _ 
The Claim Objections have been obviated. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 04/26/2006 and 07/06/2006 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. The claims 1, 3-9, 12-17, 19-25, 28-33, and 35- 
37 are found in allowance condition. 

Allowable Subject Matter
